1273-1836. By Julius Klein, Ph.D., Assistant Professor of 
Latin American History and Economics in Harvard Univer- 
sity. 

The history of " the Honorable Assembly of the Mesta," 
the Castilian sheep raisers' gild, presents a vivid picture of 
some six hundred years of laborious effort on the pait of one 
of the great European powers to dominate the production 
and marketing of merino wool.

In the development of the boot and shoe industry in 
Massachusetts there is an unusually complete illustration of 
the evolution of industrial organization. Professor Hazard's 
data confirm inductively and with definite evidence Karl 
Buecher's classification of the Home, the Handicraft, the 
Domestic, and the Factory Stages. For her material she 
has consulted public official records, such as town reports, 
church parish books, and custom-house papers; the adver- 
tising columns in old newspaper files; centennial and anni- 
versary addresses; and the recollections of old men and 
women in Brockton, the Weymouths, the Braintrees, Lynn, 
and other centres, who have lived through the transition 
from the older stages to the modern factory system.
